stripped of its crating boards, is now 
in position for the ceremonies which 
will atten dits laying Saturday "fore- 
noon. Kear it rests the corner stone 
of the old building which will be laid 
by the side of the new. A copper box 
in Governor McKelvie's office is ready 
to receive articles which the capitol 
commission will place within before 
it is sealed with solder and deposited 
In a recess under the new stone. 


This- new stone is of Bedford lime- 


stone. The lettering upon it is not 
deep but the lines of the roman cap- 
ital letters carved upon it stand out 
plainly but modestly. No man's name 
appears upon the corner stone.

of the stone' facing the north. Jt 
reads:

Corn is yielding slightly better than 


expected. The present estimate IB 178,- 
O'C.OOO bushels, or 29,675,000 bushels 
below last year's crop. Potato yields 
arc somewhat above last month'* indi- 
cations. 
About 12 per cent of last 


j ear's corn crop is yet on farms. These

Nebraska department of agriculture.

last five year average. It Is estimated

Altho the yields of corn In many of 


ihc southern counties are low, the 
main corn producing counties gener- 
ally have very satisfactory rlelds, and 
HAS accounts largely for the higher 
l»i oductlon. Com yields run rather un- 
even in southern counties, some field* 
being failures while others are fair and 
borne fairly good. 


The estimate of stock* of old corn 


on hand Is placed at 12 per cent or a 
total of 24,928,000 bushels. This to- 
gether with the present crop will sup- 
ply the state fairly well. The present 
price is more than twice the price of 
a year ago, the latter being 23 cents a 
bushelr 


The average weight per measured 


bushel of winter wheat is 58.2 pounds; 
spring wheat, 56 pounds; 
oats, 30.5 


pounds; barley, 43.2 pounds. Too rapid 
ripening due to drouth and high tem- 
peratures is largely responsible for the 
low test weights of small grains this 
year. 


The preliminary estimate of yield of 


potatoes is 85 bushels per ^icre. The 
production Is placed at 9,775,000 bnsh: 
els aa compared to 8,160,000 bushels 
last year. As the preliminary estimate 
of acreage is low the final estimate 
next month is expected 
to show a 


higher production. The shipments to 
date are approiumately 3,000 cars or 
less than hall of the available surplus. 
While low prices have held back ship- 
ments- somewhat, the 
serious car 


shortage has been the leading factor 
in the case. 


The condition 
of winter wheat Is 


very uneven. In general it ranges 
irom fair to good in the east half of 
Jhe state but the recent rains were too 
light to bring relief In the greater part 
of the western half of the _state. At 
best, the general winter wheat situa- 
tion is anything but optimistic. The of-
